Just seven weeks to go... 


Get ready for Waltham Forest 
to become home to one of 
London’s biggest and best 
leisure centres 


Residents will have the chance 
to discover all of the exciting 
activities on offer at the 
borough’s brand new leisure 
centre when it officially opens 
to the public on Monday 3 
October. 

The keys to the state-of-the-art 
Waltham Forest Feel Good Centre 
(170 Chingford Road, El 7 5AA), 
which has been built on the site 
of the run-down Pool and Track 
building, were handed over to 
Council Leader, Chris Robbins, 
last month by contractor ISG 
Construction Ltd. 

The handover will allow the Council 
and its leisure services provider, 
Better, to make final preparations 
before the centre opens to residents. 

“We can safely say that residents 
are in for a real treat when the doors 
to this fantastic new facility open,” 

Cllr Robbins told Waltham Forest 
News. “It really is much more than 
just a leisure centre, offering a wealth 
of activities designed to help look 
after all aspects of their health and 
wellbeing.” 


The Council has invested 
£32million to upgrade all of the 
borough’s leisure centres, which are 
managed by Better, and Waltham 
Forest Feel Good Centre represents 
the final piece of this major 
improvement programme. 

The modern, two-storey building, 
which covers 8,014m 2 , will be the 
borough’s premier sport, health and 
fitness facility - and one of the largest 
leisure centres in London. 

It will boast a 25m, eight-lane 
competition pool, teaching pool, 
four-court sports hall, an activity 
room/studio and a soft play area for 
children. 

In addition, visitors will have 
access to an extreme sports zone 
with a climbing wall, dance studios, 
a new gym and changing facilities 
and both wet and dry health and 
wellbeing spa areas. The centre will 
also have 1 m and 3m diving boards 
and an outdoor floodlit artificial 
sports pitch. 

And as if that wasn’t enough, 
new additions have already been 
welcomed at the neighbouring 



athletics track. A 150-seat 
grandstand was unveiled in June, 
enabling the track to host county 
athletics championships for the first 
time in decades.

Help us clear the air

To help improve air quality in 
Waltham Forest the Council has 
secured funding of £400,000 
from The Mayor of London’s Air 


Quality Fund (MAQF) to launch 
a ‘Green Courier Scheme’ for 
local businesses. 

The project is working with local 


businesses to find greener ways 
of making local goods’ deliveries 
such as by cargo bike or electric 
vehicle. The aim is to provide a zero 


emission service, promote use of 
low-emission vehicles and create 
a scheme that businesses want to 
use. 

The scheme will be trialled in 
Walthamstow town centre this 
Christmas, before being expanded 
to other areas next year. The 
Council is speaking to businesses 
in the trial area, asking them to take 
part in an online survey and give 
details of how they currently carry 
out and receive deliveries. There 
will also be a number of workshops 
and information sessions. 

Waltham Forest is an Air Quality 
Management Area, and has a 
duty to tackle harmful exhaust 
emissions, which reduce life 


expectancy and contribute to 
diseases such as heart attack and 
stroke. 

Residents can also do their bit 
to travel in a more environmentally- 
friendly way. The Council’s free 
Summer Cycling School runs until 
Friday 26 August and sessions 
are taking place throughout the 
borough. Choose from half day 
training for beginners, family-led 
rides, ‘try a bike’ sessions and bike 
maintenance.

I’m Rasheeqa Ahmad, a 
community herbalist based in 
Waltham Forest. I’m excited 
these days to live in a spirited 
place where people are doing 
visionary things and working 
for the wider community. 

I wanted to let other residents 
know about the third annual 
Cultivate Festival, a celebration 
of the diverse food growing 
movement happening in Waltham 
Forest. Cultivate began in 2014 
and is for everyone interested in 
growing food - whatever size your 
growing space may be. 

This year, Cultivate takes place 
between Saturday 3 and Sunday 
11 September. There will be more 


than 60 events, including sessions 
about growing food in autumn 
and winter, gardeners’ Q&As, 
information sessions, compost 
giveaways and much more. 

I am involved in the festival 
through my work as a herbalist; 
connecting people and plants 
with the aims of reaching real 
sustainability with our land, 
resources and health. 

The food growing I experience 
here offers us far more than just 
the nourishment of home-grown 
organic produce - though that is 
obviously an amazing foundation. 
For me, being connected with 
the Organiclea food growing 
cooperative in Chingford has been 


a vital part of my life. 

It has opened me to a world 
where people challenge the idea 
of being so far away from our food 
sources, and are proactive about 
community solidarity so we can 
share resources more effectively. 

As well as supplying hundreds of 
weekly fruit and veg bags to local 
people, Organiclea offers training 
in food growing and community 
activities. 

My work as a herbalist involves 
sharing knowledge about medicinal 
plants: recognising, safely 
gathering, growing and using them 
as medicines. 

It’s closely connected with food 
- after all, what we eat and how 


we eat has a vital influence on our 
health. Healing herbs grow wild 
and in our gardens and allotments, 
so it makes sense to bring the 
knowledge together and eat herbs 
with our food to support our health. 

As part of Cultivate on Saturday 
3 September I will be offering a 
walk around Walthamstow with 
fellow local herbalist Gail Farrow. 
We’ll take a peek into hedges, 
gardens and allotments to see 
what is growing and what can 


be encouraged in terms of local 
medicinal herbs. Come and join us 
so we can share our knowledge of 
health and nourishment together. 

But please remember; don’t pick 
or eat any plants that you don’t 
know, as some can be irritant or 
toxic.

Supporting your libraries 


An improvement plan to relocate 
and remodel the Library Local at 
Hale End has been deferred, the 
Council has announced. 

Meanwhile, a public consultation 
on proposals to relocate and 
remodel the Library Locals at 
Higham Hill and Wood Street 
and remodel and refurbish the 
site at Lea Bridge will continue as 
planned. 

Last month, the Council revealed 
its Library Local improvement 
proposals as part of a vision for 
the facilities to match up to the 
best public libraries in London. 


The proposals are all about making 
Library Locals even better, not 
reducing the number of libraries. 

A major public consultation 
is being organised - but due to 
rumours with regard to the Hale 
End site - the Council has decided 
to defer that element for up to 
a year so the remaining parts of 
the improvement proposals can 
be consulted on in a detailed and 
meaningful way. 

Cllr Sharon Waldron, Cabinet 
Member for Digital and Customer 
Services, said: “We know libraries 
are a well-loved service, which is 


why we’re committed to investing 
in them and making them better 
at a time when neighbouring 
authorities are reducing or closing 
theirs - something we have no 
intention of doing.” 

The proposed new-look Library 
Locals aim to recognise the varying 
needs of different age groups and 
support younger people to get the 
most from their library experience. 
And, the proposed relocations are 
designed to ensure the Council 
continues to deliver its commitment 
of ensuring that every resident lives 
within 1.5 miles of their nearest 


Library Local. 

Consultation details into the 
proposals to relocate and remodel 
the Library Locals at Higham Hill 
and Wood Street and remodel and 
refurbish the site at Lea Bridge will 
be announced in due course.

And the entertainment didn’t stop 
there, as visitors had the chance 
to enjoy plenty of family-friendly 
activities, a huge funfair and a 
variety of tantalising food and drink. 

Residents even had the chance 
to watch an exhilarating ‘Kabaddi’ 
tournament. Kabaddi is a contact 
sport that originated in India, 
and is played by teams of seven 
throughout South Asia. 

Waltham Forest Mela was the 
latest in the Council’s summer 
line up of large-scale festival-style 


events for the whole community 
to enjoy. The Mela followed the 
Leyton Midsummer Festival, the 
Rio-themed Leyton Get Together 
and the well-loved Walthamstow 
Garden Party.

Asthma advice 

The UK’s leading asthma charity has 
warned that people who suffer from 
asthma could find their symptoms get 
worse as the summer days heat up 
and pollen counts rise. Dr Samantha 
Walker, Director of Policy and Research 
at Asthma UK, told Waltham Forest 
News: “One in 11 people in the UK have 
asthma and around 80 per cent of them 
find that pollen makes their symptoms 
worse. With high pollen counts likely 
in the coming weeks, this puts them 
at increased risk of a potentially life 
threatening asthma attack. If you have 
hay fever and asthma it is vital you use 
a steroid nasal spray every day, together 
with non-drowsy antihistamine tablets as 
needed. You must also keep your reliever 
inhaler on you at all times, just in case of 
an asthma attack.”

Holiday Activity 
Programme 

Waltham Forest’s Schools are 
taking a well-earned break after 
a year of hard work that saw all 
council-maintained secondary 
schools rated as ‘good’ by Ofsted 
for the first time. 

Our Summer Holiday Activity 
Programme, Summer Daze, offers 
children and young people a wide 
variety of activities, from week- 
long ‘master-classes’ and full day 
multi-sports to performing arts 
programmes and half day drop-in 
play sessions in parks. We are also 
continuing to part-fund 20 schools 
to provide holiday schemes for their 
pupils. 


Whether your child is interested 
in sports, music or arts, they can try 
new activities, make new friends, 
and most of all have lots of fun in 
a safe and healthy environment. 

And most of the activities are free, 
or provided at a reduced cost, so it 
won’t be too painful to your pocket. 

Children aged five to 11 can 
enjoy everything from circus skills 
workshops to balloon science 
sessions, while young people 
aged 11 to 19 can take part in a 
host of week-long workshops and 
accredited training courses, such as 
a music and events management 
course or sports leadership awards. 

Last year, tens of thousands 
of young people got involved 
in the Summer Holiday Activity 
Programme in some way.

Local Offer Owl 

Waltham Forest’s new Local 
Offer website was introduced in 
July this year, and is a guide to all 


the Council-run services that are 
available for children and young 
people with special educational 
needs (SEN) and/or disabilities who 
are aged up to 25. 

You can now find all the information 
and advice you need about SEN and 
disability services online, as the Local 
Offer has its own online directory. 

To help parents and carers spot 
Local Offer events and information 
at a glance, the Council introduced a 
‘Local Offer Owl’ logo, which is used 
online and in printed materials to 
draw attention to support for children 
and young people with SEN and 
disabilities. 

A competition was held at the start 
of the year to name the Local Offer 
Owl logo. Six children who attend 
a local after school club worked 
together to write a poem about the 
owl, drew pictures and chose to 
name him Walter. The poem, which 
you can read above, described how 
Walter is supporting children and 
young people with additional needs 
all over Waltham Forest. 

As their prize, the children got to 
meet and hold real-life barn owls and 
snowy owls.

Residents tell Waltham Forest News what they think about the Council’s efforts to help 
give young people things to do 
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Eileen and David Silver, Chingford 


“A lot of the facilities here are good 
for young people. Chingford Leisure 
Centre is all new and lovely - its 
facilities are very good, very clean 
and the staff are great. The Council 
has done a good job of making the 
facilities in Ridgeway Park very nice, 
particularly the football and tennis 
courts. A lot of these things help 
to keep kids off the streets and the 
environment here is good for them.” 



“I remember when I was a kid there 
was much more going on for us - 
there used to be a youth centre here. 
There are only so many times you 
can go to the same park before you 
start to get bored. We often go out 
into Essex for things to do. If they 
had more variety here that would be 
great - we’ve got so much space 
here that could be used for kids’ 
activities.” 



“We’ve been told a lot about the 
things we can’t do in the housing 
block where we live, rather than being 
told what we can do. We’ve got a 
massive green area where the kids 
could play. What we would like to 
see is a little area being fenced off for 
them to play in. The Council should 
look at more ways of promoting the 
things there are to do during the 
holidays.” 



“In Chingford there are much more 
places to walk around, there’s more 
activities and more open space. 
There’s horse and pony riding and 
the boating lake not far from here. 

I’ve been to Chingford Leisure Centre 
with the kids so they can swim 
for free. A lot of kids like climbing, 
so something like an adventure 
playground would be great to have.”

As Waltham Forest grows, the Council 
is working hard to make sure it has the 
facilities, infrastructure and transport 
connections needed. The Council, 
Transport for London (TfL) and Network 
Rail are currently working on plans for the 
‘Walthamstow gyratory’ intersection at 
the junction of Hoe Street and Selbourne 
Road to help reduce congestion, reduce 
pollution with new trees and plants, 
improve access to public transport 
and provide better cycling and walking 
options. Specific changes will include 
removing the outdated gyratory layout 
and installing a new bridge over the 
railway line to fill in the cut out space, 
creating more community space, 
relocating and modernising crossing 
points, relocating bus stops and allowing 
for a much-simplified road layout for 
all road users. Direct engagement with 
local businesses and residents living 
nearby will be taking place this autumn. 
Construction is likely to begin towards 
the end of the year, but you may notice 
some preparatory work being carried out 
earlier in the autumn. Consultation on the 
highway layout will take place early in 
2017, and all residents and businesses 
will have the chance to have their say.

The Cultivate food growing 
festival returns with the second 
half of its 2016 programme 
this September, with a host 
of activities, demonstrations, 
talks and giveaways focused on 
harvesting and autumn produce. 

Now in its third year, Cultivate 
has been extended for 2016 to 
incorporate the whole growing 
season. It began with a week 
of activities in March, and now 
rounds off with another packed 
programme running from Saturday 
3 to Sunday 11 September. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member 
for Environment, said: “Nearly 
2,000 residents and community 
organisations took part in the first 
part of this year’s Cultivate festival, 
and we also gave away 600 of 
our Grow Your Own starter packs 
and a whopping 200 tonnes of 
compost. 

“September is all about 
harvesting and that’s the theme for 
the second part of the festival. Our 
aim is to become the food growing 
capital of London, and once you 


see what we have to offer over the 
nine days, I’m sure you’ll agree that 
we are very much on our way!” 

Highlights will include the 
Cultivate Produce Show at the 
Leytonstone Get Together (Sunday 
4 September), which will celebrate 
successes from the growing 
season. Everyone growing food 
or preparing preserved food in 
Waltham Forest is encouraged to 
enter the competition with some 
great prizes on offer.

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It’s a clean sweep 

■ New fleet of sweeping machines hits the streets 

■ Machines can also be used to clear leaves and grit pavements 


A fleet of state-of-the-art street 
sweeping machines has been 
unleashed across Waltham 
Forest to help to keep the 
borough clean, whatever the 
weather. 

The Council’s environmental 
services contractor, Urbaser, has 
taken delivery of the five new 


sweepers, which are designed to 
be highly efficient and have minimal 
impact on the environment. They 
are also quieter than previous 
models, meaning you should barely 
notice them as they make their way 
around your neighbourhood. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member for 


Environment, told Waltham Forest 
News: “These new machines are 
very impressive and will enable 
us to clean even the narrowest 
of roads in Waltham Forest. We 
want to keep our streets clean, tidy 
and safe at all times, and these 
machines will be a big help with 
that. 

“Of course, we all have a 
responsibility to make sure our 
public areas are kept clean, so 
please remember to do your bit by 
taking your litter home with you, or 
use one of the 800 bins we provide 
across the borough.” 

As well as efficiently sweeping 
the streets, the new machines are 
also fitted with a special ‘wander 
hose’ to assist with clearing leaves, 
which will be put to good use 
throughout the autumn months. 
Fallen leaves can quickly become 
wet and slippery, making them a 
hazard; particularly for pedestrians 
and cyclists. They can also clog 
drains and gutters if they are not 
cleared quickly. 

The machines can also be fitted 


with a gritting box for the winter 
months, so they can assist with 
the gritting of footpaths, roads and 
cycle lanes if freezing temperatures 
are expected. The additional 
capacity for gritting will be a huge 
help if we get longer spells of 
ice and snow during winter. The 
Council keeps a fleet of gritting 
vehicles on standby throughout 
winter to remove snow and spread 
grit if needed, and the smaller 
machines will be more effective on 
some of the narrower streets in the 
borough. 

They can also supplement the 
work of the Snow Angels - the 
Council’s trusty band of volunteers 
who lend a hand with spreading grit 
and clearing snow.

By George, they’ve got it! 

■ King George Sailing Club offers sailing and windsurfing for all 

■ Club helped young residents to success at the London Youth 
Games 


With the 2016 Olympic Games 
well underway in Rio and 
Britain’s best sailors taking to 
the water in pursuit of medals, 
some salty seadogs closer 
to home have already had a 
fantastic summer, thanks to 
Chingford’s King George Sailing 
Club (KGSC). 

Based at the King George V 
Reservoir (Lea Valley Road, E4 
7PX), KGSC was founded in 1972 
to provide sailing and windsurfing 
on the largest body of open 
water in north east London. The 
club currently has more than 150 
members of all ages. 

Earlier this year, KGSC was 
approached by the Council’s sports 
development team, and asked to 
train a group of local young people 
to take part in the annual Balfour 
Beatty London Youth Games. 

The Games is Europe’s largest 
annual youth sports event and 
aims to increase young Londoners’ 
participation in competitive sport 
and volunteering. 

Funding of £2,000 was secured 
from Games sponsors, Balfour 
Beatty, to deliver a 10-week training 
course to increase the size of 
Waltham Forest’s sailing team. 


The borough had previously 
competed in sailing events at the 
Games, but had a fairly poor record; 
finishing 18th out of 20 teams in 
2015. 

The new training sessions 
began in April, with 24 young 
residents taking part. For half of the 
participants, it was the first time they 
had been on a boat. 

Mo Allen, a trainer for KGSC, 
volunteered as Waltham Forest’s 
Team Manager for sailing, and got 
the youngsters shipshape. 

Team Waltham Forest entered 
crews for six of the 10 races, and 
for the first time ever two young 
residents represented the borough 
in the Special Educational Needs 
(SEN) and disability ‘Access’ 
classes. 

There were several good results; 
with two fourth places in the boys 
and girls ‘Laser Radial’ class. The 
Access class for disabled sailors 
was won by Waltham Forest for the 
first time ever with the boat helmed 
by Jack Lane - who is partially blind 
and deaf - and crewed by Jess 
Cooper. Waltham Forest finished 8th 
overall; an astonishing improvement. 

Mo Allen told Waltham Forest 
News: “The youngsters who 


took part in the Youth Games did 
absolutely brilliantly, especially when 
you consider the fact that many of 
them had only a few weeks training. 

“I’m not ashamed to say I had a 
tear in my eye at the end of the day. 
It was a fantastic experience for all 
concerned, and I cannot wait to be 
involved next year. 

“If any young people are 
interested in learning to sail, please 
get in touch and ask to be added to 
our mailing list. We will be starting 
preparations for the Youth Games 
next April.” 

As well as attracting young 
members, the club wants more 
adults to take the plunge. Residents 
of all ages can learn to dinghy sail 
or windsurf with KGSC. You can 
take part in members’ races, casual 
sailing and open entry competitions. 
In recognition of its facilities the 
Royal Yachting Association (RYA) 
has awarded the club Volvo 
Champion Club status and it is also 
a recognised RYA Training Centre. 

The club has all sorts of 
equipment that you can borrow 
including boats, boards and 
wetsuits. Members pay an annual 
fee and special prices are available 
for families. Concessions for older 


people and junior members are also 
available - as well as a new ‘young 
person’ membership for those aged 
18 to 24. 

Taking part in the Youth Games 
also had other benefits for KGSC. 
Holding the training course allowed 
the club to demonstrate that it 
adheres to safe working practices, 
and it was awarded Adventurous 
Activities Licensing Authority (AAL4) 
accreditation for the first time. This 
means the club can now offer 
sailing lessons to schools, youth 
organisations and other young 
peoples’ groups. 

Mo added: “The fantastic thing 
about sailing is that it’s open to 
all levels of ability and it’s a very 
enjoyable pastime. 

“It’s wonderful to be out on the 
water on a sunny day. You feel a 
million miles away from the hustle 
and bustle of regular life. If anyone 
is curious about learning to sail 
or windsurf, I urge them to get in 
touch, come and meet us and give 
it a try for yourself.”

Art and culture aplenty at William Morris Gallery 
and Vestry House Museum 

Exhibitions and activities aim to engage and 
entertain visitors of all ages 



Culture vultures have had lots 
of reasons to get excited this 
summer - the latest being the 
news that Waltham Forest 
Council has secured a £85,185 
funding grant from Arts Council 
England to launch a major 
new research project at Vestry 
House Museum (Vestry Road, 
E17 9NH). 


While the Council continues 
to host its popular summer 
programme of cultural events, 
headlined by the well-loved Get 
Together festivals, its staff at 
Vestry House Museum and the 
William Morris Gallery (Lloyd Park, 
Forest Road, El 7 4PP) have been 
busy making sure the borough’s 
permenant cultural attractions 


continue to excite visitors. 

Vestry House Museum was 
awarded funding from the Arts 
Council England’s Museum 
Resilience Fund earlier this month. 
Along with a £10,000 contribution 
from Waltham Forest Council, it will 
be used to research what stories 
the borough museum should 
tell, and what it means to be a 


‘local history’ museum in the 21st 
century. Engaging with museum 
visitors, residents, artists, arts 
organisations, local schools and 
businesses, the project aims to 
increase resilience for the well¬ 
loved museum. 

With the right vision, the Council 
believes Vestry House Museum 
could engage many more people 
with the unique heritage and stories 
of this part of north-east London. 
The William Morris Gallery has 
already demonstrated the impact 
thriving museums can have on the 
wider community. 

Council Leader, Chris Robbins, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“Securing this funding from the Arts 
Council represents a major step 
forward in our efforts to transform 
Vestry House Museum into a 
vibrant cultural destination for local 
residents and visitors from further 
afield. 

“Already home to an award¬ 
winning garden and wide-ranging 
social history collections, we 
believe the museum has huge 
potential to cement itself as a 
unique and engaging attraction 
within London’s cultural scene.” 

Joyce Wilson, London Area 
Director, Arts Council England, 
said: “Museums are important 
places, where learning, creativity 
and community come together.

■ Social prescribing service will help residents with non-medical 
issues 

■ Service will give GPs one referral point for patients in need of 
support 



A new health and care service 
to help people struggling with 
issues such as loneliness, 
unemployment and housing 
standards is now available for 
Waltham Forest residents. 

The social prescribing service 
supports people who go to 
their GP, local pharmacist, other 
healthcare or adult social care 
professional and are found to need 
help for non-medical problems that 
affect their health and wellbeing 
- for example social isolation, 
unemployment or problems with 


their living conditions. 

With agreement the GP, or the 
health or social care professional, 
will refer people to the social 
prescribing team, who will call them 
to discuss their needs, experiences 
and what they might like help with. 

A package of referrals, mostly to 
local charity groups - perhaps a 
befriending scheme, benefits advice 
or employability training - will then 
be put together and the resident 
supported to access the help 
available. 

The new service, which will run 


as a pilot for 18 months initially, is 
a joint initiative set up by Waltham 
Forest Council and Waltham Forest 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) - and is part of the Waltham 
Forest Better Care Together (BCT) 
Programme. 

The social prescribing service 
is being run by the Council’s adult 
social care team, supported by the 
public health team, and is jointly 
funded by the Council and NHS 
Waltham Forest CCG. 

Cllr Ahsan Khan, the Council’s 
Cabinet Member for Health and 


Wellbeing, told Waltham Forest 
News: “The new social prescribing 
service is a really innovative and 
exciting new approach to helping 
meet residents’ needs. 

“By working in partnership 
across the Council, with NHS 
Waltham Forest CCG, other local 
health professionals, and with our 
local voluntary and community 
organisations, we believe this 
service will help ensure more 
residents get access to the kind of 
support services they need to be 
able to enjoy a good quality life.” 

Dr Anwar Khan, Chair of NHS 
Waltham Forest CCG, welcomed 
the new service on behalf of GPs in 
Waltham Forest. 

Dr Khan said: “This gives GPs 
one referral point, where a resident 
can get help with non-medical 
issues and get the support that 
they need.” 

Cllr Angie Bean, Cabinet Member 
for Adult Services, said: “Our social 
prescribing service promises to play 
a really important role in helping the 
Council and its healthcare partners 
reach more vulnerable, older people 
in need of support.”
